PUBLIC OVERLOOKS 
WORK OF BACKSTAGE 



The layman, silling In his seat In 
Ihe auditorium, seldom thinks, as 
he looks upon the production ot a 
piny, of the hours of detailed labor 
which hove been required to repro- 
duce the setting before him. He 
seldom realises that all the furni- 
ture, all the pieces ot property 
which he sees, must be carefully 
gone over and checked: that the 
lights, frequently, without his ac- 
tually knowing It, changed: and 
with Ihem tho mood of the plav 
ehmiged; and that somewhere 
someone has been operating 
switches and dimmers tn achieve 
Ihe efrect. Ho seldom thinks that 
I lie iloors and windows which ap- 
pear realistic to him have been 
conslruclod hy the slage carpenter 
titid his assistants out of light 
boardfl and screen; that the flats 
cud ihe lack drops, representing 
walls and sky as they frequently 
do. hove been prepared for this 
pai-Iicu la i- play by the artist and 
Ids assistants. 

Tlie innumerable *as*s confront- 
ing stage crews cannot be listed 
In any brief nrllele. Weeks hefore 
tho play Is even In rehearsal, the 
get have been going over the script, 
ger have hen going ovr lb script, 
working out a setting for the play. 
Frequently Hie setting Indicated 
enn not he followed because of Ihe 
restrictions offered hy the stage 
Itself, ao an entirely new setting 
must he worked out. And even In 
(hose cases where the suggested 
setting can he used, It must be dis- 
covered in what manner it can he 
adapled for our partleuar needs. 
Finally an outlined drawing of the 
setting is completed and the pro- 
duction manager takes It over. He 
prepares a list or the properties 
of the play. If I hey are not listed. 
With tho master of lights he goes 
over the arrangements of lights for 
the production. Together ihey work 
out a scheme of II gills nnd changes 
lo he used. Wllh Hie scenic nr- 
llsl ho goes over ihe plans, they 
decide upon a type of room In which 
Ihe play Is lo be sot. and Die scenic 
in list goea to work with his 
pulnts, with the task or preparing 
ihe flats themselves. The carpen- 
ter must he consulted ir any flats 
are lo be built. It doors and win- 
dow rrames are to be constructed, 
platforms, stairs, and various 
pieces of stage property. 

If there are to be costumes used 
In the play. Ihe production mana- 
ger goes over these with the direc- 
tor and Ihey are ordered made, or 
rented, as the case may be. Final- 
ly, after weeks of work, these are 
all assembled several days before 
ihe show Is having Its final re- 
hearsals. Check after check Is 
made of Ihe various pieces of prop- 
erty, business, and lights. Finally 
P careful acheme of changing set- 
tings. If this is necessary. Is work- 
ed out. nnd at last the production 
Is ready Tor presentation. 

When you consider that the peo- 
*ile who achieve these results are 
not professionals but amateurs who 
ire Interested in that particular 
■ihase of work, one realises that, 
:lvtn an opportunity, many people 
ire able to ehow an a mating 
iniount or ingenuity. The stage 
rew ror the 1929-1950 season Is as 
ollows:

Is Broadway's and that no other 
street In the world can imitate. 



the raucous yelling of newsboys 
i oaring of Ihe subways, ihe shrill 
Imperative whistle of traffic cops, 
Ihe lap-tap of a bliud beggars 
eano squeaking, rasping sounds 
of a vk-trola wailing out "I Must 
Have That Man," und people mil- 
lions ol them crowding Jostling 
one another like small pebbles in a 
gravel pit. Tired eyes In heavily 
painted faces, llred feet dragging 
Ihe pavements. "Has-beens," "nov- 
cr-has-heens," "hope-to-mnke-ihe- 
Kraders,'' , inarching side hy side, 
Actors, living with hope, or exist- 
ing without it. The "Happy Hunt- 
ing Ground." A Utopian parade 
ground, with more electric lights 
than the heavens have stars. 
Laughter and tears are headlincrs 
on the Main Stein. 

Alexander Woollcotl said In a 
recent article that he did not und- 
erstand how an inexperienced girl, 
whose people were not show peo- 
ple, could succeed on the stage. 
Neither do I. I must confess the 
greatest tragedy of my life Is that 
my mother was not a muscular- 
legged chorine ant! my father a cir- 
cus clown! < Mother and Dad, ror- 
glve me! ) No one knows the fight 
that a girl, with no experience, has 
In the Iheatre. A featherweight in 
the ring with Ihe "Mannssn Maul- 
er." Winners of county dramatic 
contests, "readers" and "speakers 
of the evening," take care! Or. If 
you won't gel a list of alt the auto- 
mats and hull -bed rnms In New 
York Clly, and hitch-hike across 
Ihe United States as n kind of pre- 
liminary training for your advent 
on Broadway, 

For generations my family were 
"Christian." so no one quite under- 
slood why I should be possessed 
with a Satanic mania for the stnge. 
The point is, I was. nnd at a very 



old I sprinkled Dutch 01 
my cereal and proceeded to acl out 
a death struggle that confounded 
the local doctors called Into wit- 
ness it. One medico grabbed raw- 
eggs, another lard, and when I 
found Ibis greasy all mines was be- 
ing shoved down my Innocent, pro- 
testing throat. I confessed I hadn't 
touched q mouthful or the suicidal 
dose r prepared for myself. 

My family waged n losing battle. 
I was sent to college to enroll tn a 
course of journalism. They thought 
I was such n good liar that 1 would 
be wasted in any other profession 
After I hud finished this course, 
figuratively not literally, I got a 
job on a newspaper in a small 
town. During my stay there every- 
one of any Importance died. I 
spent most of iny time writing obit- 
uaries. I wasn't a success as a re- 
porter, for in this day ot libel 1 
was too much inclined lo exagger- 
ate. After I had converted a cas- 
ual argument between a white man 
and a negro Into a "race riol." had 
Mr. tlggleyes. chief counsel of Ki- 
manls automobile life-savers, die 
of a "mysterious disease" Instead

arrived heir of Mr. and Mrs. Doo- 
much to triplets, I was fired! 

Then I hegan a correspondence 
with Important people in the thea- 
tre tlyit would make a home-study 
course at a respectable university 
seem like a report card. Paul 
Scott, theatrical agent, replied. "If 
you can act as well as you can 
write, there Is a place for you in 
the dramatic profession." I knew 
(hat my historic talent was far 
greater ihan my graphical ability 
Belasco. whom 1 Idolized, answer- 
ed: "... If you come to New- 
York. I will he glad to give you an 
Interview." Belasco doesn't usually 
reply to such letters, and I couldn't 
have been more overwhelmed If I 
bad received a personal message 
from Divinity. A current magutine 
lent support to my cause hy pub- 
lishing an article saying there was 
a wealth of opportunity in the 
theatre. Later I found nut there 
was a "wealth" of opportunity— 
ir you helonged to the Stage Hands* 
Union! 

At last my parents thought If I 
were "bent on going to the devil. " 
1 might a- well have their bleeslug. 
So 1 left the land of the red men. 
oil derricks, and seasonal gover- 
ned to come to New York. I was 
only nineteen, but I took my 
very seriously. You would 



"C. ('. Pyle's Bunion Derby" those 
first few weeks. Bernarr Macfad- 
den would lose his "luxuriant 
locks" If he knew how many miles 
I hiked, no less than a vegetable 
diet, with uo publicity from his 
magazine. 

I had hardly stepped from the 
train that brought me lo Manhat- 
tan in-fore i was feeling my way 
to the Belasco Theatre. I didn't 
sec Belasco. It was Mr. Sytnons. 
cut-ting-dl rector, who g;ive me my 
cherished Interview. The speech 
I had rehearsed so carefully was 
never used. I think I would have 
met an unrequited love, or Ihe 
death of my favorite dog, with 
much more valor, Mr. Symons en- 
' niiragcd nie and gave me an oul 
line to follows, but I spent many ii 
night crying over my broken 
dream. To this day Mr. Belasco Is 
and always will he "In conference' 
if I ask for an appointment. Bui 
Hie Belasco Theatre Is stil my 
home office. I always go there 
rirst as I make the rounds. They 
are quite friendly, always shaking 
hands with me before they throw 
me out. 

I must suy something hi my de- 
tense lor even dreaming that I 
could succeed In the theatre. It 
Is true I hadn't won any contests, 
and the only stage wllh which I 
fwas ever eonected was adolescence, 
but I had three wobbly points In 
my favor. Arcblpenko. famous Rus- 
sian sculptor, hud said I had some 
beauty, and I was dumb enough to 
go to college and smart enough to 
get out or It But best or all, Vir- 
ginia Dale, dramatic critic: Mr. 
Goodman, of Ihe Memorial Thealiv. 
and Mrs. A. Starr Best, president 
or the Drama League, had com- 
mended me on my "professional" 
performance as the idiot girl in 
The Giant Stair, In Chicago. So 
there Beauty which no one has 
ever recognized, enough brains to 
make a moron uncomfortable, and 
recorded talent now I think those 
kind people menu! I played "Til" 
like a professional Idiot instead of 
an actor! 

But I didn't have a "name" and 
I didn't have experience. For a 
production, you' need experience! 
for stock, yon need experience! 
for burlesque, for modeling - and I 
haven't tried the medicine shows 
yet. The mlnuie a casting-director 
finds out you are Inexperienced, 
he tell you "to go home and raise 
l-ables." T have nlwnys wauled to 
tell those directors, who so lluhily 
dismlssed my career will-out giv- 
ing me a ghost of a chance, that In 
the art of "baby raising*' T was 
equally Inexperienced. Once a pro- 
ducer gave me a part because ho 
had mistaken me for someone with 
a "name." They liked Ihe way I

If 
Saint Poter Is ever given a chance 
If. check up on the lies I hnve told 
about my experience, he will keep 
Ihe rest of the souls wnlilng In line 
ihe remainder of eternity, 
cedlresse.m thlth onamen 
I prepared n list of producers 
from the classified Telephone Di- 
rectory. I soon found out that 
producers are harder tn see than 
Hie Archangel Gabriel. They are 
Protected from the uclors by evei y- 
Ihlng from a si eel vaull to a me- 
chanical mastifr. You know an off- 
ice boy's innermost secrets before 
you are ushered in lo see a mana- 
uer. An Ingenue ran come in an 
office to get an appointment with 
■ producer and hy the time he sees 
her, she's too old for the part. 

"Not the type!" Is the most fre- 
quent and disheartening refusal. 

I had Charles Frohman, Inc. on 
my Mat. So one bright day I weni 
in that office, took a comfortable 
chair (there was one), sat down 
nnd waited. The door opened about 
two inches and a muffled voice 
asked me what dignitary I wanted 
to see. 1 told Ihe voice very firmly 
that I wanted to speak with Mr 
Charles Frohman. "Walt a minute!" 
he voice responded. An hour 
c rawled by. Then the door reopen- 
■v and a man appeared. 

"You say you want to speak with 
Mr, Charles Frohman?" he asked. 

"I mast speak with him," I re- 
idled. 

"Woli." the man answered, a 
pniiled Vx<k in his eyes. "I'm ai 
*i loss to *ell you Just whore you 
an find him. You pee, he went 
d«-wn on the Lira I Ian la a little over 
'en years ago." 

During ihls time I was playing 
>ti stock at all the Yiddish and Ital- 
ian theatres Tron the Battery to 
he Bronx. Such plays a* "Demi 
Virgin," "Passions of Paradise.*' 
"Unwanted Child" and "Virginity 
Disputed." The audiences brought 
pickled herring and chewed on 11 
through the entire parforvanee 
Between the acts the cry. "Oh-yew- 
ing gum. pop corn, and pe*n-Ot- 
echoed through the moldy rafters 
The theatres were aoti ing more 
than a friendly get-togitter to 
these people. No mailer U It were 
the climax, they would talk to their 
in ujhbors. Often, from uiy aU».-e In

the wings i where I stood most of 
the timet. I could hear Mr». Oxen- 
l.i.ndler on the back row ask Mrs 
Hamburger, "How is it hy your 
Louie dis evening?" On the stage 
ihe leading man would go on un- 
disturbed, protesting eternal love. 

I get paulc-alrlcken when 1 
think what 1 must still face to be 
a "star." In these moments of 
weakness I have only to go to the 
theatre to find renewed courage 
For when the theatre Is darkened, 
and that expectant hush creeps up 
the aisles through the audience, and 
Ihe curtain slowly rises — the first 
spoken word sceuis lo reach oul lo 
caress and give ine new strength 
It takes twenty j-enrs. or so It is 
suld, lor an office-hoy to work his 
way up to lie a producer. I have a 
hi of friends among the office- 
boys. Twenty years from now, if 
you sec someone come craw ling 
t ut on the stage, while-haired, yun 
will know I have arrived.

days later to the day Sherwood ap- 
peared in the of rices of Arthur 
Hopkins who read nnd liked the 
first act which Sherwood Ihrual at 
him. "Why not write the other 
two ads" said the thoughtful pro- 
ducer. Sherwod did. Ho finished 
It on Monduy. but Hopkins said he 
couldn't read It until Tuesday. 
These earnest young men, Sher- 
wood and Young, found they 
couldn't wall ihul long so away 
they ran to Messrs. Hrndy and 
Wluaiis.

Perhaps lie bad some- 
thing of un axe to grind when he 
produced Ihe play for In It he litis 
at times allowed his characters to 
suy some thoroughly uncomplimen- 
tary things about Instructors In 
general.

History Instructor Tells 
Claw Thftt Conflict

"America 1 Most Appalling Blun- 
der" ana "The Great Amerlcatt 
Tragedy" were names applied to 
toe CI* II war by Prof. F. A. Shan- 
non of the history department In 
*!» discussion of that war with 
the contemporary thought class 
Tuesday, October 22. 

Professor Shannon's talk oa 
"Causes and Co n sequences of tbe 
Clvfl War" npset a number of tbe 
old Ideas of the civil war gener- 
ally held but which be Insisted 
were erroneous and are being up- 
set by modern historical studies. 
He said, "Lung known facts plus 
tbe research** of scores of histor- 
ians In the last couple of decades 
have made Incontrovertible two 
facts: first, that tbe Civil war was 
an unnecessary blunder produc- 
tive of no results except such as 
were evil or tinged with evil; sec- 
ond, that while the economic prog- 
ress of the United States wai, Itt 
o few lines, speeded up by the 
war. tb* country today would be 
at least as far advanced as It is 
without 
number 
he less.

One result of the war was found 
in the corrupt politics which fol- 
lowed.

"Slavery was doomed economic- 
ally In llHO."

If free America 
would have been tolerant and al- 
lowed the South to work out her 
own destiny without Interference 
and an effort to further compli- 
cate an almost hopeless southern 
economic tangle the war might 
have been averted. The decision 
of the North brought on the war. 

Ot the cousse of the war Pro- 
fessor Shannon further put th* 
blame on the North, The South 
wanted slavery. The North want- 
ed slavery to continue because 
they found slavery, as it eilst^d, 
very satisfactory economically. 
* They feared slave egpanafon, how- 
ever, both economically and politi- 
cally. A political Slave sttte. 
they felt, would be a bulwark tor 
southern Institutions. Political 
southern expansion would endan- 
ger the manufacturing and trade 
advantages Which tbe North en- 
joyed. On the other hand, the 
South realised that slavery co*ld 
not be mended. When Texas was 
acquired the United States had ac- 
quired the last bit ot territory. « 
North America whieh waa adapted 
to the planUtton system, Slavery 
was not successful as an institu- 
tion In territory not adapted to 
the plantation system. The South 
would have been satisfied if the 
North would only have refrained 
from atUcklng slavery where It 
already existed and would have al- 
lowed the south a fair chance to 
compete In world markets the 
South would have been sstiafled.

"Every county agent ought to 
take a course in journalism, a* Id 
Chart M M. Harger, member of the 
stale hoard of regents, yesterday 
morning at a general conference 
of exteiisloL workers in Waters 
hail. Harger doesn't propose to 
mnk ■ a hear) writer of every coun- 
ty agent, but he does Insist that 
they must put enough pep and 
snap Into their stories, publicity 
If you like, to make the public 
read them. "Kf ep your work be- 
fore th- public." said Harger, 
"tell 'em, make them Ilk? It." 

Extension workers have to 
break down sales resistance, ac- 
cording I.. !l;irger. sales resist- 
ance in th ' form of a perverted 
idea that there is nothing to this 
scientific agriculture. Farmers 
are be com I rg more convinced that 
college research Is valuable, to 
the furm?r. One successful Kan- 
sas farmer admit* that he once 
thought farm agents couldn't tell 
him anything, but lhat they show- 
ed him how to work more easily 
and with gr ater success. 

Harger believes that th ! biggest 
college movement Is not scientific 
research nor athletics, but the 
carrying of education, the college 
Itself, to the public through ex- 
tension. Extension work makes 
education along certain tines pos- 
sible to lliose who cannot go di- 
rectly to the college campus.

FOR ART STUDENTS 



New York City.— Colleges are no 
place for art students, according to 
James Montgomery Flagg, well- 
known illustrator, who recently 
set forth his view a on the matter 
fn a letter to the editor of the New 
York Times. 

Such a statement, sbvb Flagg, 
is difficult to tiplaln to the lay- 
man. 

"Nevertheless." he continues, 
"no general course can tie set for 
every art student, because no tea- 
chtr knows what Is best to devel- 
op In each student. The very na- 
ture of his talent, supposing be 
has any, Is elusive even to him- 
self, until ha has studied for some 
time. Sometimes his studying 
fakes the dreadful form of loafing 
— which Is possibly only seeming. 
Curiously enough h* may be ab- 
sorbing, observing the phenomena 
of life, translating them into form 
and color in his mind, learning to 
see what others are blind to, med- 
itating on life, weighing the emo- 
tions, discarding traditions, phil- 



osophising, loving, lusting, drink- 
ing, despairing, hoping, enthralled 
In ecstasy, being generous, being 
stilish, bating, sympathising, dy- 
ing and being born again tbe next 
morning, learning to control his 
feelings — this usually Is tbe most 
difficult lesson of all, an artist be- 
ing a person with an exalted con- 
sciousness—all this is preparation 
for his life. 

"Where does a place with rules 
and regulations come In In these 
years? It doesn't. It would cruc- 
ify him, atrophy his enthusiasm, 
standardise him. I believe an art 
student should have a bigh school 
education and then plunge into 
art study. That does not prevent 
his readlni 

Flagg says that 
ed high school he considered go- 
ing to Yale— but that he Is glad 
he decided not to. Instead, he 
"loafed for four years at the Art 
Student's League, went to Eng- 
land, studied there, and then a 
year in Paris."

Burglars Enter Itnilding 
Through President 
Farrell's Office 



More than I2.2ufl in stamps and 
cash was taken early Sunday morn- 
ing by burglars who rifled several 
nf rices of Anderson hall. Most of 
the amount, or as nearly as Hiss 
Nellie May, postmistress, can esti- 
mate — $2. IKS— was in stamps, tak- 
en from tbe vault in the registrar's 
office. Not more than $25 In cash 
waa taken from the poatoffice funds 
and slightly more than 130 was tak- 
en from the registrar's vault. 

Entering the building through a 
window In the ofHce of President 
F. D. Farrell, the robbers smashed 
locks to enter the office of Kenney 
Ford, alumni secretary, the exten- 
sion offices, and recreation center, 
where virtually no valuables could 
have been found. 

After breaking the doors Into the 
registrar's office, they completely 
smashed the vault lock. In additlf* 
to stamps kept there, a small 
amount of canh, deposited for the 
Y. W. C A., was ta-sen. Checks were 
scattered about the vault but ap- 
parently none were taken. 

The robbers caught the college 
at the peak of Its Inventory of 
-stamps. The normal amount kept 
on hand would have been not more 
than half Hip |2,18S worth taken. 
The college post office Is not a fed- 
eral sub- station, as the stamps are 
hought from the 
resold to students i

In order to test a recently devel- 
oped ration, an experiment has 
been started under the supervision 
of Prof. L. F. Payne, bead of the 
poultry hunbandry department, 
coroparinK the rate of growth 
among Rhode Island Red chicks. 
Two rations are being used, the 
regular K. S. A. C. standard ration 
and the new ration developed in 
Washington. D. C. It is said that 
the latter ration will produce ap- 
ily twice as fast a growth 
as an ordinary ration. 

Eugene M. Leary. a major student 
In the poultry department, is con- 
he experiment with four 
each containing 26 one day 
old chicks. The experiment will 
last etgbt weeks. 

It la also aimed to throw light 
on the problem of types of pens. 
Two of the pens will have wire 
floors or false bottoms. The other 
two pens will have solid hoard 
floors. Professor Payne says that 
recent results Indicate that the 
type of floor has something to do

Last week we told of automatic 
dismissals from college because of 
poor scholarship and referred to 
the scriptural statement that 
"Many are called but few are cbus- 
week we shall Inquire 
Into the "why" of it.— 
why some students fail to do satis- 
Inctory college work. Rather than 
to attempt to discuss maty possi- 
ble reasons, we shall consider only 
three certain sources of the diffi- 
culty; namely, tbe high schools, 
lite colleges and tbe students. 

* * • 

It Is a truism to say that many 
stud; nta are graduated from high 
school without having 
much scholastic ability, 
school teachers and principals 
commonly find It difficult to do 
what they know should be done 
.with la*y or indifferent students. 
The high schools are so close geo- 
graphically to their constituencies 
that all sorts of local pressure 
may be exerted In opposition to 
the efforts of principals and tea- 
chers to maintain good standards 
of .scholarship. This Is bad, of 
c.mirse, for those at ud- tits who look 
upon high school as a place to 
play but nul to work. The common 
■ suit Is that many students enter 
.'liege severely handicapped. 
Their local popularity or the In- 
'luenct- of their parents avails 
them not lc college, Unless they 
;ir- able nnd willing lo overcome 
ihelr Initial handicap they soon 
•Are eliminated. 

a • * 

The colleges themselves are far 
from blameless In the matter. Very 
: w colleges are as well prepared 
us they should be to do their part 
toward thos who are on the bor- 
der tine between good scholarship 
and poor. Teachers vary widely 
in ability und efficiency. Some at 
less Inspiring than others. Some 
are inclined to pirmlt a lagging 
student to shift for himself unltl 
ho Is hopelessly behind with bis 
work Instead of checking up on 
him at frequent Intervals and re- 
quiring him at least to try to do 
bis work well evtry day. In every 
college there are some teachers 
who tempermenially ar* ill fitted 
to teach and some who regard 
teaching merely as a Job Instead 
or a profession. Some teachers are 
altogether too easy wltb students 
I— usually lo tbe students' ultimate 
disadvantage. A few are too strict 
, and ' so discourage some students 
i who need an extra quantity ot pa- 
l tlent kindliness. Some are not 
well physically and so may lack a 
i functioning sens* of humor. All 
these shortcomings and others like 
i them among college teachers in- 
crease the student's difficulty in 
overcoming whatever handicap h* 
lias when he enters college. 

• • • 

But the most Important source 
of difficulty is the students them- 
selves. It makes no difference 
whether a student's Inability or 
unwillingness to do good work re- 
sults from unsatisfactory inheri- 
tance, poor upbringing, bad health, 
inadequate high school training or 
faulty Ideals, the fact of his In- 
ability or unwillingness remains. 
Alter all, If a student really 4e- 
. sires a college education and Is 
[wilting to pay tbe price that must 
' be paid for it, he nearly always 
will get It. He will find in any 
college some excellent teachers, as 
well as some mediocre or poor 
teachers, and be will benefit from] 
the work of the former. Tens or 
of students who bav* 
severely handicapped have 
surmounted their obstacles and 
achieved success. In fact, tbe 
surmounting of obstacles Is one of 
the ways to become educated. In-

Dr- J. T. Willard, dean of 
general science division and vice 
president of K. 8. A. C. Sunday, 
November 3. observed hie fiftieth 
year of association with the col- 
lege. He entered K. 8. A. C. No- 
I vember 3, 1878. 

Dean Willard was born April 9, 
186B, on a farm south of Wabaun- 
see. His father was a member of 
the Beecher Bible and Rifle com- 
pany, a settlement that was pro- 
moted by Henry Ward Beecher. 
The dean's mother was Mary Elis- 
abeth Terras*, <a daughter of on- 1 
of the first settlers of Alma. 
Work on Farm of Valve, 
Work on the farm waa of great 
Importance to him In chemistry, 
which he later took up at college. 
In fact. It waa work on the farm 
which resulted In his late enrol- 
ment at K. 8. A. C. 

Dean Willard was born at a time 
when the nation waa engaged In 
the Civil war and Kansas was the 
scene of much of the strife.

Dr. J. T. Willard, dean of the 
general science division, Sunday 
celebrated his half century of as- 
sociation with K. 8. A. C. The To- 
pe ka Dally Capital carried an ac- 
count of Dean Wlllard'a life In Its 
news columns and on the editorial 
page it presented a tribute to him 
written by Nelson Antrim Craw- 
ford, former head ot the K. 8. A. 
C. department of journalism, 
Crawford's article follows: 
"Dr. Julius Terrass Willard, 
of general science and vice 
of the Kansas State Ag- 
ricultural college, observes this 
fall th* fiftieth anniversary of his 
connection with that Institution. 
As a student, as a professor, and 
as an executive, he has spent half 
a century for the betterment of 
the college.

A double rule of three. 
"And all its mystery." he said. 
"Is clear as day to me," 
"Finally Dr. Willard has that at- 
titude toward life which is perhaps 
a corollary of the scientific method 
plus the Instincts ofithe humanlat. 
He la a true liberal. He Is skepti- 
cal and he is tolerant. He is doubt- 
ful of human traditions, because he 
knows that humanity Is as likely to 
hand down and value the false as 
the true. At the same time, he Is 
doubtful of gaudy schemes of re- 
form, because he knows that too 
often reformers are neurotics, self- 
seekers, or plain Jackasses. He 
wants the individual to live his life 
unhampered by regimentation or 
by bunk. 

"These are, as It were, the intan- 
gibles of Dr. Wlllard'a life. They 
ore more Important, I am confl-< 
deal, than his very real success as 
an Investigator, as a teaeher of 
chemistry, as a protector of the 
food and feed supplies of the 
state ,as a college executive. Other 
people might carry on these activ- 
ities. But not everybody can up- 
hold the liberal point of view. Es- 
pecially Is It hard to do tn the 
conservative group of per- 
tbe world has known since 
the SpnniBh Inquisition— the stu- 
dent body of any American educa- 
tional institution.

"Contemporary Thought in the 
Held of Economics ' was Dr. J, E. 
Kimmeyer's subject Tuesday 
morning In a talk to the contem- 
porary thought class. Doctor Kum- 
BMyer, nead of the d partsunt ot 
economics, explained to tin: class 
under this aubject the prevailing 
modern tendencies In economics 
and ia general the whole field of 

he said, "Is a nla- 
ttvly new social science. It dates 
tack to Adam Smith who >.- know n 
is the 'Father of Economics' and 
Who died only 140 years ago. Of 
course, there was economic 
thought long before this time, but 
tt was not found In a free state hut 
Vras part of a general mixture 
called philosophy, it did not In- 
tegrate Hself as a distinct and 
Mparats body of knowledge until 
Bmlth'a time." 

Economic* Ever Changing. 
Doctor Katnmeyer explained thai 
economics Is not a static science 
but Is < ..nwtcintiy changing. It ex- 
plains and Interprets man's activ- 
ities in setting a living. Since 
fenmn Is constantly changing hi** 
habits and means of securing a 
living economic thought is chang- 
Eiamples which Doctor 
quoted explain this idea 
fully. Tor example, be contrasted 
the ownership of land among the 
Indiana with land ownership now. 
The Indian wanted the land for 
hunting and fishing and private 
ownership of land would have been 
a disadvantage to him. Between 
that time and this agricultural and 
industrial methods have been aub- 
ititoted for the hunting method 
and modern man needs private 
land 

"The measure of economic 
truth and permanence is its econ- 
omic expediency," Dr. Kammeyer 
continued. "Man's economic 
thought Is governed as much by 
his environment as it la by Inher- 
or the thoughts that have 
down to him from earlier 
Economic thought changes 
to time by accretion.

Wlldcata or Kansas State and I 
know they'll be given as much at- 
tention by the press. 

It should be emphasized that use 
of K-Aggles only adds variety to 
i the description. Sports writers con- 
tinue to use Kansas Aggiea, Ags, 
Aggies, Wildcats, Purple and such 
names, and no matter what action 
may he taken they will continue to 
use these terms. The names are 
hangovers from pa at yeara and no 
matter what changes are made in 
our school name these epithets will 
persist for a time. 

If members of "K" fraternity dis- 
like K-Aggles, the term may gradu- 
ally be killed by disuse. As for the 
use of Kansas State, this institution 
Is not Kansas State College and the 
term Is therefore something or a 
misnomer. 

I am certain It would be unwise 
to bring public attention to agita- 
tion for a change of names tor our 
athletic teams at present. The press 
recently carried atorles saying that 
the athletic department ot K. S. A. 
C. had approved "K-Aggles." It 
would seem Inconsistent to an- 
nounce a change at once. The term 
K-Aggles might be gradually dis- 
continued but newspapers will, con- 
tinue to use Aggies and Kanaas 
Aggies as long as this is the Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College. 

I hope I have made our position 
clear. Newspapers must accept con- 
ditions as they are and bo long as 
the names now in use are the best 
available, they will continue to be 
used. When Kansas State, or any 
other name, is officially approved 
the newspaper stories will use It 
or a modification of It.

Is possible and valid 
but one find* at the opposite ex 
treme a nightmare In which every 
thing ot society today is destroyed 
and civilisation as w P know it no 
longer exists. Arlteu with such 
dreams have little hope of the per- 
fec nihility ot society or even ot its 
continuance- Their dreams fall 
Into the classif leal ion of dreams 
that should not come true." 

Hew Poetry More Irritating. 
■ Of the u:tv poetry Conover said, 
"The new poetry Is perhaps more 
Imitating than other new forma of 
art though to some It Is no more 
Irritating than modern painting, 
rpr Iiuttance." He further said that 
It Is quite posHlhl* that new ideas 
are better fitted for new forms of 
express ion than for old ones, 
A list of poets which Conover 
. aelected as somewhat representa- 
tive Included Carl Sandburg: Edna 
Mlllay. Elinor Wylle, Stephen 
Benet. and Bdwln Arlington Rob- 
inson. Two o» three of the Deal oI 
theee he said have utillxed both 
old and new forms and 11 there Is 
a question some ot them are bet- 
ter In oU forms; others are best 
when they have dt-parted farthest 
from accepts forms. 

In discussing the theatre anil 
dramatic art the speaker said. "The 
conflict between the commercial 
and experimental theatre has died 
down sonwwhat. The non-com - 
marclul theatire has been accepted 
but It Is also In danger. The com- 
mercial theatre is so contrallxed 
that one Is not apt to find a sue 
cesstul commercial ulan except In 
New York. One of the biggest 
reasons for this is that we are not 
a theatre loving oeople. The 
aire to ee:', produce, or act In plays 
Is not a part of our artistic rauks- 
ap." The little theatre, according 
to Conover, has Increased interest 
In short plays and at the same 
lime the artistic t«oct ot the long 
play la great. 

Movies >ot Artktle, 
Moving pictures .received inter- 
esting hut hardly favorable com- 
ment when Professor Conover 
paue. d In Ms discussion of the play 
to say. "Movies ar as tar removed 
from artistic worth aa dramatic art 
as Mother Goose rhymes are from 
literature," 

He summarised several types ot 
novels. "The novel ot simple hi* 
has always been with us." he said. 
'This novel is a beautiful, artis- 
tic, simple, pleasant interpretation 
ot dally lit*- The biographical 
novel, which secures Its unity from 
the fact that It c;nters (n the life 
of one individual. Is a prevalent 
and popular farm. The family his- 
tory Is another iorm of biograph- 
ical novel. The artistic n«**l is any 
novel that uses artistically the 

¥rm or plan It sets out to use. 
be plcarnque novel Is becoming 
increasingly Important. This lat- 
ter type of novel ts the rogue beto 
type and its -popularity ebows a 
naive, childish attitude of lite, and 
a prevalent dissatisfaction with 
Civilisation." The *n:»ker suggest- 
ed that many are surprisingly, 
perhaps shockingly uncivilised at 
heart. 

Part of tbe new biography Is 
motivated by the desire to make 
demigods of past history setm like 
less than half gods, according to 
Conover. He further stated that 
there is a lot In fictional

Optional courses in aeronautical 
engineering are being Introduced 
for those students Interested.

The mechanical engineering lab- 
oratory baa added to Its equipment 
a 300 H. P. electric dynamometer 
for the testing of airplane motors. 
This Is the only college laboratory 
In the middle west having equip- 
ment of this capacity.

THE ENGINEERS FIND OUT 
It la a rather «urlou B thing that 
most people who give any thought 
to the colleges seem to think of 
them aa places w,here knowledge 
Is available virtually without limit. 
Many people have learned lhat no 
one college professor knows every- 
thing, but It seems to be a rather 
common belief thst a group of >«y 
luge professors — a college faculty 
—•knows moat, If not tit, that Is 
hoowable. This belief seems to be 
specially strong aa to engineering, 
which many people regard ae an 
exact science and conceive of, 
mure or less vaguely, as complete. 
The protests of tbe engineers ap- 
pear to have little effect: people 
continue to believe that an engi- 
neer should know everything about 
engineering. 

• • • 

The fact la, of course, that en- 
gineering- is a rapidly growing and 
expanding aukjtct containing many 
Important "unknowns"— questions 
to which nobody knows the correct 
answers. For tills reason, large 
numbers of engineers are engaged 
In the Important and Interesting 
enterprise of rinding out things: 
In research and experiment. The 
faculty of the division of engineer- 
ing at Kansas Stat* Agricultural 
college devotes a great deal of Its 
time to finding out things about 
engineering problems. The pro- 
cesses of finding 6U( things are or- 
ganised In what la called the engi- 
neering experiment station, of 
which Dean R. A. Beaton Is direc- 
tor. 

• • • 

One of the Important features of 
the engineering experiment sta- 
tion Is the road materials testing 
laboratory. This laboratory is en- 
gaged In finding out things about 
materials used, or proposed for 
use. In the construction of roads 
and bridges. In a recent two-year 
period. Ihe laboratory tested 3,013 
wile* ot roads and E40 bridges In 
M counties of Kansas. This lab- 
oratory Is la the department of ap- 
plied mechanics- Another engi- 
neering laboratory where Import- 
ant testing work la performed la 
in the (Uparljoemt of mechanical 
engineering. In two recent years, 
this laboratory tested 78S samples 
of oils ami greases to determine 
fuel and lubricating valna, and a 
large number of samp lee of coal 
and gas to determine fuel values. 
These ftgtirse give some Idea of 
the nature of the tasting work 
done in the engineering espsHsaent 
station In the pr oc es s of finding 
i «f kht aat- 
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In Milt- ot the "fact lhat some 
people claim the modern genera- 
tion ia hot ao polite an obeerver 
around the campus would think 
that all the men were quite Sir 
Walter Rslelghiab from the amount 
ot co-eda books, knlcknaeks. etc, 
to the extent that tbey are almost 
"beast of burden."

"Other influences helped to ex- 
te tha new type of architec- 
ture," sakf Professor Weigei.

The auto 
lias made It necessary to widen 
streets and elevate sidewalks In 
order to accmom white traffic and 
these changes have arfected the 
architecture an a whole. The nec- 
essity of providing sunlight In the 
street has compelled the use of 
setbacks In the walls."

of Upton Close's "The Revolt ot 
Asia." It Is not, nevertheless, a 
sensational book, but one which Is 
extremely practical and direct Mr. 
Close believes that the world hat 
reached a period in its history when 
the whiR man can no longer dom- 
inate the world. He presents that 
belief In a clear, convincing man- 
ner, not playing upon emotion or 
sentiment, but producing bis ef- 
fects by facta and definite trends 
In contemporary history. Hla book 
repreaents an appeal to the mem- 
bers of his race to recognize that 
truth and bo to reshape their poli- 
cies toward the oriental races that 
a satisfactory adjustment may be 
made. The other alternative, he 
suggests, la "bankruptcy of civili- 
sation, the utter impoverishment, 
materially aand culturally, of the 
human race." It Is, he says, "let 
live and live.— tolerance, or death." 

While we find throughout the 
hook this pessimistic view which 
dominates so much of modern 
thinking, Spengler's much more 
profound "The Decline of the 
West," for instance, with which 
"The Revolt of Aaia" haa In com- 
mon tbe placing of the next domi- 
nant civilisation in Russia and the 
Orient, the optimism which be- 
lieves the catastrophe may be avoid- 
ed is more dominant. 

Mahatraa Gandhi, the seer of In- 
ilia, Is the biggest single factor in 
Close's Impressions of Asia. Of his 
philosophy, which directly opposes 
material success. Industrialism, and 
standardization. Close says, "If 
Oandhi tnrna to the past, It Is with 
a new spirit which Is a distinctly 
western contribution to Hinduism. 
Some might call it Christian, some 
Greek, The conviction that I shall 
always live, aand that I can bet- 
ter my condition, sums hla personal 
philosophy. He Is otherworldly, 
v»t n"t, like his Hindu congenorS) 
entirely for the next life ..." 

"There ure many prophets In 
the world today— mostly nf gloom. 
But, after reflecting upon what his 
ideals mean, one la inclined to say 
that this delicately framed Indian, 
nn^n ndsome. as Socrates, son of a 
Maharajah's prime minister, gradu- 
ate of Oxford, wealthy barrister of 
South Africa, then naked peasant 
aand saint, Is Its only seer." 

Mr. Close's style la direct, Jour- 
nalistic, interesting, convincing. | 
Hla work Is an anthoratlve survey | 
of the present Asiatic problems 
and situations and one which, 
though hardly comprehensive, still 
gives a picture of decided interest 
and value to anyone Interested in 
facing aand un 
problems. — G. S.

Frane Ornamental Tree* 

Ornamental trees and shrubs 
should be pruned. All dead or dis- 
eased wood and Interfering branch- 
es should be removed as closely 
to the main branch as possible.

FreMtng Hurts Milk 

During the winter months both 
rrozen milk and cream are received 
at. local creameries. The handling 
of these dairy products in a par- 
tially frozen condition requires 
extra time and labor and added ex- 
pense In preparing them for use. 
Frozen milk and cream often Jeop- 
ardize the quality of the products 
manufactured. The careful dairy- 
man protects his milk and cream 
from f reeling temperature during 
the winter months.— W. J. Caul- 
fleid. 

Early Lambs Tfeed More Care 
Ewes lambing in January or 
February require more attention 
than those which Iamb In April or 
May. In cold weather Iambs be- 
come chilled quickly at birth, and 
many are lost through neglect. 
Lambs should be dried off imme- 
diately after birth anil given arti- 
ficial warmth if needed. As soon 
us possible the new-born lamb 
should suckle the ewe. Before 
lambing the ewe should be sep- 
arated from the rest of the flock. 
She should be kept In the pen for 
two or three days after lambing.— 
P. W. Rell.

Prof. A. B. 8 perry or the 
department of geology has revealed 
to bis friends a highly Interesting 
posisge stamp collection. 

"The Idea wws not originally 
mine." he said. "It was my sis- 
ter's and when she got tired of 
collecUttg' the stainps and pasting 
I hem here in their proper places, 
site turned tho whole thing over 
to me." 

A greater part of the stamps 
Professor S perry displays were 
collected when be was a boy and 
he has had little time within tbe 
past few years to paste later dis- 
covered ones in the book. He has 
I hem. though. In bis office desk 
drawer which, be says, abowa "a 
prlxe example or masculine dis- 
order." He lias others awaiting 
proper disposal, Iti a little box on 
his orflec window ledge. 

Professor Sperry's collect Ion 
represents stamps from nearly 
every country in the universe and 
is Interesting for the history con- 
nected with the different Issues 
"The South Amcrcan countries," 
he says. "Issue stani|is frequent iy 
because they seem to know that 
gulltbki stamp col lectors are wait- 
ing for tbe next issue right along." 

Interesting Is a block of nine 
stamps which arrived In the Unit- 
ed States In 192.1 on a German 
posl-i-ard. They had been sur- 
charged and were, at the time of 
postage, worth several miliums ot 
marks In Herman currency. 

Some of the (damps In the col- 
lection are artistic and colorful, 
indicative of the countries In 
which they were Issued, l>enom- 
Insilons range from $5 to one-half 
cent. Even tho confederacy of 
tbe Amerca south Is represented 
in the group. 

"An interesting fact that many 
persons do not know," Professor 
Sperry said, "Is that stamps are 
never issued In the United States 
honoring a person living and bear- 
ing his picture.

During the inflation of a tire 
the valve plunger, which is a little 
mechanism within the stem, 
serves as an air lock; but it is the 
valve rap, which should be screw- 
ed on tightly, which serves as a 
secondary air seal when the tire 
i> being used. Consequently, 
valve caps should never be dis- 
carded and they should be re- 
placed at the earliest possible 
moment if accidentally lost. The 
valve inside ilself should be 
promptly replaced if a leak is even 
suspected, and since their cost is 
negligible, it it a good rule, to in- 
stall new ones ill all #ve tires 
every two or three months. 

According to the Rubber Man- 
ufacturers' Association. "Undcr- 
inflalion is the direct cause of 
more than 80% of all premature 
tire failures." Leaky valves re- 
present one cause of under-infla- 
tion. Failure to test tires regu- 
larly with the tire gau K c is an- 
other. It is estimated that if the 
average motorist would use his 
tire k;i"Ki= faithfully, at least once 
a week, and refrain from throw- 
ing hi*; valve caps away, he would , 
add from a thousand to four | 
thousand miles to his tire mile- 
age—and subtract a considerable 
MM from lib annual tire bill*.

January 1930 wa<> cold, in fact, 
temperature for the mouth was 
10 degrees below normal. The 
mercury reached its highest mark 
on January A and on the twenty- 
second dropped to 21 degrees be- 
low sero. • 

Tbe record high temperature for 
January at Manhattan Is 71 de- 
grees In 1913: the low tempera- 
ture record for the month is 2a 
degrees below zero the same year. 
The first month of 1930 had ftl 
many days with below isro wea- 
ther as any other January on re- 
cord; there were 13 such days, the 
ssme nuraher in lftlft. The record 
of 10 consecutive days with sero 
weather was not quite equalled, 
the past month having hut nine 
with temperature so low. 

January, this yesr, claims credit 
[or having IS clear days: nine 
were cloudy, and the remainder 
partly so. Snow fell on eighl days 
with an average of an inch each 
day. 



"Work is the absolute, funda- 
mental, eeseutial character in 
ilie." said Rev. J. Henry Hornung, 
pastor of the United Congrega- 
tional church at Wichita in his 
assembly address Friday morning. 

"The world has never erected a 
monument lo a man who did not 
work," he said. "Had the tribes of 
Israel not had auch a hard task- 
master in the Pharaohs of Egypt- 
Moses would never have risen to 
lead them Into the Chosen Land. 
And it It had not been for Moses, 
civilisation would have lost a long 
line of famous men." bo added. 
Stimulation in Ideas. 
Life needs leaders, according to 
Reverend Hornung. "Every human 
life has Ms leaders." he said. To- 
day our Ideas correspond lo the 
service that Moses gave his peo- 
ple; and because we follow our 
Ideas, they stimulate ub. We can- 
not follow all of our Ideas, there 
are too many and they conflict, 
hut we must have something to 
lure us on, he said. 

"We must make decisions," Rev- 
erend Hornung stated. "We must 
be making them all of the time. 
Only the exceptional man makes 
a decision once and fur all. One 
of the Kreutest phrases that ex- 
ists is: 'He decided lo do what he 
had decided to do.' Circumstan- 
ces alter cases, but the great man 
sticks by his decisions," explained 
Reverend Hornung. 

"If you cannot keep yourself In 
your own pasture, put a yoke 
around your neck," he advised. 
Criticises Parents. 
Reverend Horniing critlciiod 
parents of today for striving too- 
hard to leave material wealth 
with their children and neglecting 
to give them ideals. He bellevss 
•hat msn lives better and happier 
with tdals than with money. 

One of the great facts of life, 
according to the speaker.
